anti-subversive experts are split 
in their views of forced dis- 
closure, which is the essence of 
any registration law. 

Some civil liberties specialists 
have opposed registration meas- 
ures as restrictions on basic con- 
stitutional liberties. Others be- 
lieve that registration merely 
combats secrecy and consiparcy 
by bringing things into the open, 
thus promoting the free and 
open discussion that lies at the 
root of the democratic system. 

Anti-subversives are divided 
over whether Communists and 


Communist-fronters can be 
fought more effectively by out- 
lawing them or by leaving them 
legal status but subjecting them 
to publicity. 

Backers of the new measure 
believe it will be effective 
whether a Communist group 
registers its printing press or 
not; if not, the group will face 
prosecution for law violation; if 
it does register, law enforce- 
ment authorities will be alerted 
and can keep watch.

Constitutionality Questioned. | 

Congressmen, civil liberties | 
leaders and publishers’ organiza- | 
tion representatives — most of | 
whom learned of the law only’ 
after President Eisenhower had | 
signed it—now are looking inta| 
possible questions of constitue; 
tionality in the new printing- | 
press registration requirement. 

Any attack on the law’s con | 
stitutionality is expected to call | 
the registration: a form of li- | 
censing.

President Vetoes Bill Per- 
mitting Partisan Activity 
by Washington Workers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP) 
~—President Eisenhower yester- 
day vetoed a bill to permit Gov- 
ernment employes in the Dis- 
trict ef Columbia to engage in 


partisan political activity. 

He said he saw no justification 
for permitting a tiny fraction of 
federal employes to be exempted 
from the Hatch Act, but said he 
would be glad to approve a bill 
“from which the defects of the 
present measure are removed.” 

White House Press Secretary 
James Hagerty said this did not 
mean the President was asking 
Congress to remove the Hatch 
Act's bar on partisan political 
activity by Government work- 


lers, but that he would sign such 


a measure should Congress send 
one to his desk. 


The vetoed bill dealt with 
methods of electing national 
committeemen and committee- 
women delegates and alternates 
from the District of Columbia to 

tical nominating conventions 
President and Vice President. 


The bill would also have per- 
mitted Government workers liv- 
ing in Washington to engage in 
such political activity as serving 
on campaign committees, mak- 
ing public addresses in behalf 
of candidates and soliciting cam- 
paign funds. 

“J cannot approve the provi- 
sions of the enrolled bill which 
would enable a_ very. limited 
number of federal employes to 
engage in partisan political ac- 
tivities, a privilege denied to all 
other federal employes by the 
Hatch Act,” Eisenhower said in 
returning the bill to the Senate. 


His message said that only 
about 7 per cent of all federal 
workers are employed in the 
District of Columbia. It did not 
estimate how many of them ac- 
tually live here. Many Washing- 
ton federal workers live in 
Maryland and Virginia suburbs.

N objective balance sheet of Re- 

publican achievements and fail- 

ures in the Eighty-third Congress 
just ended reveals that. President 
Eisenhower got most of his major 
recommendations for a middle-of-the- 
road legislative program. — 

After the additions and subtractions 
are made, the net is not the complete 
“progressive, dynamic program” he said 
last January he would offer for the wel- 
fare of all Americans, nor was it obtained 
in the spirit of the “great crusade” he 
promised in the 1952 presidential ¢cam- 
paign, 

The end results, however, are substan- 
tial enough for the Republican candidates 
in the November elections to boast that 
the Eighty-third was a “can do” Congress 
and not a “do nothing” Congress, as the 
Democratic orators have claimed. The 
Democtats are forced to label it a “give- 
away” Congress and on that argument 
they may be able to score some telling 
points with the voters. 

* *« * 


THB OUTSTANDING legislative 
achievement of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration was substitution of flexible price 
supports for basic farm crops in place of 
the rigid 90 per cent parity props zealously 
advocated by the previously powerful farm 
bloc composed of Republicans and Demo- 
crats. - 

This victory was obtained primarily be- 
eause thé President asserted his party 
leadership and because he threatened to 
veto legislation to retain the higher sub- 
sidies. A veto would have reinstated an 
older law that fixed minimum flexible 
supports at 75 per cent of parity instead 
of the 8242 per cent minimum approved 
at this session. 

The lower subsidies could affect the 
Republicans in two ways. In their eco- 
nomic and fiscal aspect they are expected 
to redtice eventually the cost of food 
products to consumers and to cut down 
the hundreds of millions of dollars the 
Treasury has had to put out annually for 
the surpluses that were stored in Govern- 
ment warehouses or disposed of at less 
than crop loans or cost. In their political 
aspects, some Republican Senators and 
Representatives from predominantly agri- 
cultural regions believe the lowered farm 
income will result in fewer Republicans 
in Congress. 

If Democrats had controlied the White 
House and Congress it is highly probable 
that rigid farm price supports would have 
been retained for a year or more. The 
Democratic presidential nominee, Adlai 
E. Stevénson, was pledged to the higher 
parity percentages and in a Democratic 
administration many Republicans from the 
farm belt, unrestrained by Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s leadership, would have voted for 
higher props. 

The outstanding defeat for the Ad-

Mr, Eisenhower did not assert his party 
leadership for these recommendations and 
the defeat was caused by conservative 
and isolationist Republicans, some of them

It seems fairly apparent now that 
even with a large part of official 
Washington assigned to the task, not 
much in the way of a McCarthy cen- 
sure is going to result. 

It is equally apparent that the rea- 
son for this is not that most don't 
think that censure is in order, but 
that there is a real dearth of fellow-

The entire country can be grateful that the 
Senate Judiciary Committee refused to give its 
approval to the bill to legalize the use of wire- 
tapped evidence in federal trials.

Our Prankful Rivers 

The United States is certainly having a lot of 
trouble with its rivers, and not just conventional 
trouble, like floods and sand-bars, either. A 
bridge built on dry land between Decatur, Nebr., 
and Onawa, Ia., with the idea that the Missouri 
river would either shift back under it or be 
shifted back, is still on dry land two and one-half 
years later, and Congress has voted to place 
bridge and river in their customary relationship. 

New Orleans, meanwhile, is worried, not by a 
river that won't shift, but by one that won't do 
anything else. It is afraid the Mississippi is going 
to go away from its door. The Atchafalaya river 
used to discharge floods into the Mississippi by 
way of a seven-mile link known as Old River, 
part of an old bend of the Father of Waters. 
Now the shoe is on the other foot and about 
a fourth of the Mississippi’s flow goes through 
Old River into the Atchafalaya. Unless it’s 
stopped, at a cost estimated at more than $70,- 
000,000, New Orleans—known as the Crescent 
City because of the curve the Mississippi forms 
around it—may lose its crescent in another 10 
to 20 years. s 

Mile 575. of the: Mississippi river, the former 
seat of Bolivar county, Mississippi, meanwhile, is 
-peeping back up ‘out of the silt, Mile 575 was 
once the town’ pf Prentiss till the Mississippi en- 
guifed it. Now part of ‘its two story brick court- 
house, embedded in:a bluff 30 feet high, is pok- 
ing out again, exposed by the river’s sloughing. 

Along the Rio Grande the trouble is too much 
water wasting. Irrigation farmers are talking 
about paving a section of the river, together with 
its irrigation canals and laterals, some 600 miles 
altogether, at a cost of 15 to 50 million dollars. 

So with the bridge the river won't come to, the 
city the river won't stay with, the disappearing 
and reappearing county seat, and the river that 
needs paving, America is having quite a time 
with its rivers. Yessirree, quite a flowing, silting

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Dial-Tone From’ New York 

“The largest rate case in the history of New 
York utilities.” That is how the New York Pub- 
lic Service Commission describes the case in 
which it denied the petition of the New York 
Telephone Co. for an increase in charges of 
$68,000,000 annually. , 

The company presented the old familiar plea 
of subsidiaries of American Telephone and Tele- 
graph: It must earn more money to attract more 
capital to provide for more expansion and for 
more good service, The company also suggested 
that investors should be compensated for loss in 
value of their invested dollars from inflation. 

The Public Service Commission, after 29 days 
of public hearings over a seven-month period, 
returned a unanimous five-man decision that the 
old 6 per cent rate was sufficient. The Commis- 
only 5.91 per cent in the six months to June 30, 
observed that when the utility’s return was a 
shade over it did not call for a rate reduction.

They'll Know You 
By Your Doodles

T HERE was a time when a man’s doodles were his pri- 


vate property, but those days are as dead as Dior’s 


old “New Look.” Today's doodles, like the atom, have 


yielded their secrets to the advance of science. And you 


too, can tell a lot about a 


person from his doodles. 

Doodling, like dreaming, 
is now subject to psycho- 
analytical interpretation. 
It may shock inveterate 
doodlers to hear this, but 
analysis of a doodle may 
enable a psychiatrist to 
tell some of your inner- 
most thoughts. The United 
Nations took cognizance of 
such unconscious “leaks” 


when it decreed that all j 
doodles drawn by mem-/ 


bers during sessions must 
be burned without inspec- 
tion, and the burning wit- 
nessed by two guards: To 
a trained expert _these 
doodles would yield too 
many private opinions, and 
maybe even a state secret here and there. 

- What's a doodle? When in a distracted moment you 
draw a hodgepodge of symbols—on a tablecloth, the tele- 
phone pad, or your desk — without being aware of 
drawing anything—that’s a doodle. If you’re aware of what 
you are doing, it’s no longer a doodle. 

The structure of the doodle, say psychiatrists, is con- 
trolled by unconscious motivations. Observe the doodler 
who is working his art on a restaurant tablecloth while 
sipping his coffee. He is performing two functions, the 
conscious act of drinking his coffee, and the unconscious 
“act. of doodling. ‘This double action, if you'll pardon a 
mouthful, is the result of an objective factor working an 
unsuccessful depressive tendency on a disturbing emotion. 
Translated, this psychiatric lingo means that the doodler 
is trying to forget something unpleasant by shoving it into 
his unconscious, But this repressed unpleasantness won't 
stay where he wants it to stay. It worms its way out like 
a fifth columnist, this time in disguise: The doodle.

A doodle symbol has two values—one general, 
the other specific. Take ice in a doodle. Its general 
meaning is something cold, but cold has many 
meanings. An iceberg or ice cubes in a doodle 
could stand for a cold wife, a cold-blooded em- 
ployer, a fear of being cold-shouldered at_ parties, 
anxiety over “cold water” being thrown on the 
doodler’s fdeas at the office and so on.

@ OR TAKE the window pane doodler, Wistfully he 
doodies his window panes, four panes up, three panes 
across, maybe filling a whole sheet of paper while his 
star salesman awaits the green light on a million-dollar 
deal, This is the dreamer, the poet, who is seeking “a new 
room with a view,” so to speak.

Cafritz told me by telephone 
from her summer retreat in the 
Adirondacks. “Cocktail parties 
aren't my favorite way of enter- 
taining. I prefer small dinners 
of say 20 or 22 people, a number 
that fits nicely into my dining 
room, but if I want to see every- 
body when they return to Wash- 
ington in the fall, a cocktail 
party is the only way to do it.

Now. at the swank Saranac Inn 
in upper New York State, Mrs. 
Cafritz plans a quick trip to 
Paris to replenish her fabulous 
wardrobe before the Washington 
social season opens and she will 
be in Italy for what she calls 
“the festivities of that one heav- 
enly first week in September in 
Venice.” 

She will be accompanied on 
her European jaunt by her mul- 
ti-millionaire husband, Morris 
Cafritz, One of Washington’s 
leading builders and real estate 
operators, Cafritz was recently 
questioned by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee in the investiga- 
tion of alleged federal housing 
scandals. Cafritz denied collect- 
in windfall profits of more than 
$500,000 through an FHA in- 
sured mortgage. He accused 
Senate investigators of making 
“absurd” statements and charged 
them with “seeking publicity” in 
connection with their contention 
that a $69,000 cash investment 
he made in a southeast Washing- 
ton project might eventually 
snowball into properties worth 
$7,200,000, which he has placed 
in trust for his three sons. 

Coming just before the open- 
ing skirmish in the Washington 
social battle in which his wife 
will be engaged, the Senate 
questioning of Cafritz might 
seem unfortunate for Mrs. 
Cafritz’s social plans. But ca- 
pable observers say the incident 
will cause no more reaction than 
a gnat falling in a washtub.

An orchestra all in 
pink coats played, azalea trees in 
full flower lined the foyer and 
gardenia trees and fresh green 
hedges edged the ballroom. 
White balloons drifted lazily 
overhead and: white lilacs and 
pink camellias and white calla 
lilies banking. the mantels 
brought spring in January.” 

Equally famous as her Paris 
gowns are Mrs. Cafritz's jewels. 
In 1949 her husband purehased 
at auction the jewelry collection 
of the late Mrs. George Drexel, 
ruler of ‘Philadelphia society. 
The collection included, among 
other pieces, a $38,000 diamond 
necklace, consisting of 46 grad- 
uated diamonds, weighing 80 
carats and set in platinum; an 
$11,000 platinum and gold neck- 
lace, set with an acorn size em- 
erald; a $7400 900-diamond 
choker; and a $5500 platinum 
bracelet containing four Cabu- 
chon emeralds and 181 dia- 
monds. 

“I never cared for jewels,” 
Cafritz explained to this re- 
porter, “but “Gwen wanted 
some so L just bought the whole 
lot. I intended to give the pieces 
to her one at a time, on birth- 
days, at Christmas, but a Phil- 
adelphia reporter got wind of 
the story and called her on the 
telephone, so I had to give her 
the whole lot at once. Spoiled 
the surprise I had planned for 
our twentieth wedding anniver- 
sary.” 

Cafritz explained that he at- 
tended the auction and. bought 
the jewels himself without any 
advice from a gem expert.

After a 
small beginning in home con- 
struction, he switched to con- 
struction of bowling alleys and 
open air moving picture thea- 
ters; then to his housing 
developments, hotel and apart- 
ment house building. His various 
operations include the Ambas- 
sador and Cavalier hotels, the 
Westchester Apartments, and 
Greenway, an 800-family apart- 
ment development.

(Signed Carter and 
Conrad.) 

“Don’t you love that?” Cafritz 
chuckled. .“They work a few 
days and then their mother carts 
them off for a life of ease and 
the young rascals want vacation 
pay.” 

For all his wealth, Cafrits 
rises early each morning, dons 
working boots and goes out to 
oversee his latest project under 
construction, Mrs. Cafritz, too, 
is an early riser. She employs 
no social retary, writes her 
own invitations and doés her 
own telephoning on the count- 
less details connected with her 
parties. She employs a very 
small household staff in propor- 
tion to the tremendous scale on 
which she entertains, but de- 
mands perfection from the 
specialty caterers on whom she 
calls for her mammoth recép- 
tions and cocktail parties. 

With the advent of the com- 
ing social season, the Capital 
may witness its first battle for 

‘social supremacy in many a 
year. Until Evalyn Walsh Mc- 
Lean, owner of the Hope Dia- 
mond, died in 1947, there was 
no question about who had the 
right to sit atop the social 
pedestal.

One such Saturday aft- 
ernoon visit recently was 
to Andy Knapp’s Edg Clif 
Farm; out on Fourche au 
Renault to the west of 
Potosi. This broad 3600- 
acre spread of green pas- 
tures, running streams and 
timbered draws, which 
carries a herd of almost 
600 fine registered Here- 
ford cattle, is one of the 
most impressive farming 
operations in the entire 
Ozarks. Yet nothing could 
have been simpler or more 
genuine than the hospital- 
ity with which its owner greeted us at, the door of his 
home, tucked high into the side of a picturesque rock 
cliff above the little river. 

As generally happens when we visit his farm, we 
joined Andy for a round of the pastures—first to the 
“maternity ward” to see the newly born calves and gradu- 
ally working out to more distant fields, each with its 
particular herd. In some pastures were cows with spring 
calves at their sides, in others were bands of. yearling or 
two-year-old heifers, and in still others were “springers,” 
soon to be moved in to the calving pastures close to head- 
quarters. Then we came back for early supper of superia- 
tive fried chicken and fritters and far too many trimmings, 
served by Annie and Mike who keep house at the Edg Clif 
establishment.

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When supper was over, there was still plenty . 

of daylight left te go out for a round of the barns 
where a magnificent group of.heifers and young 
bulls are being fitted for the big autumn shows— 
and to look over the battery of great herd bulls, 
each in his comfortable pen and all filling the air 
with a wonderful deep rumbling which now and 
then broke out inte a bugling bellow. We found 
the boys still at work with the show cattle, as they 
had doubtless been since daylight that morning— 
Brownie Hardiman and O’Dell Gelvin and Bob 
Koons who are known to Hereford breeders all 
across the country.

@ THERE ARE TWO DISTINCT PHASES to building a 
farm like Edg Clif, neither of which could succeed without 
tremendous energy, persistence and good judgment on 
the part of the owner, backed by years of hard work by 
a competent staff. No livestock operation is sound unless 
based on a farming program which feeds the livestock 
and maintains it in top-notch condition, At Edg Clif, 
Francis York has done a remarkable job of building rich 
pastures from land that had been farmed out or cut over 
and left to’ grow up in brush and second-growth scrub. 
Whole farms have been thrown together to make big 
600-acre pastures which were then terraced, limed; fertilized 
and seeded.

It takes special talents to build a winning 
cattle herd—and Edg Clif cattle are today among 
the tops in the country. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been spent by ambitious breeders 
without ever getting the job done, simply because 
these talents were lacking. . Most important of 
all, as Andy Knapp puts it, is the ability te look 
at the young calf at its mother’s side and know 
you have something. Success depends on develop- 
ing a herd with the ability to pass its best charac- 
teristics on to the offspring—and the cattleman 
who can detect whether or not this is happening 
and then add or cull accordingly, is the one who 
wins out.

@ ON ANOTHER SATURDAY we drove over for a long- 
delayed visit with Herb and Thirza Sayers of Sayersbrook 
Orchards. Their big farm joins Edg Clif on the west 
and also embraces some 3000 acres of terraced pastures, 
apple erchards and pine and oak timber. There’s always 
something interesting going on at Sayersbrook—new ponds 
being dug, a refrigerated house for apple grading and 


storage under construction, an improved giant sprayer to 
make easier the application of 10 sprays per season to 
several thousand apple trees. This summer the new 
project is a mulching job such as few orchardists in the 
Midwest have ever attempted, for 400 truckloads of sawdust 
are being hauled in from old sawmill sites in the neigh- 
borhood. This sawdust is being used to mulch each apple 
tree in a 20-foot circle some 6 to 8 inches deep. The mulch 
has some value as fertilizer; but far more important, it 
acts as a fine soil conditioner and also to preserve moisture. 
Even with all the dry weather, you could dig down through 
the sawdust mulch and find cool, moist earth. 

After a round of the fields and a,look at the cattle, 
we went’ for a swim in the pool fed by a deep artesian 
well and found the temperature just right for the hot 
afternoon, Then we drove up to the Sayers’s beautiful 
log ledge on top of the mountain and watched a smoky 


moon come up over a range of hills 10 miles to eastward.’

. Climbing Oregon's Tallest Peak 
Is a Soft Touch Compared to It, 
Writes Candidate's Weary Wife

PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 21. ° 
HAD BEEN on my feet since dawn, going with my husband 
| from sawmill to sawmill, shaking hands with voters. 


Now, 


in a little lumber town in the Oregon fir forests, the wives of 


loggers and lumberjacks were having a tea in my honor, 
location Was the gymnasium of the new grade school. 


The

came into my eyes when I saw what these women had done. 


From every home had come 
the finest family teacups and 
china. One gray-haired grand- 
mother, the wife of a veteran 
timber cruiser, told me she had 
brought for the occasion a silver 
service which her ancestors had 
carted across the plains in a 
prairie schooner. I saw Spode 
and Wedgwood that probably 
had been family treasures for 
many years. On the tables were 
cookies, cakes, “brownies,” cof- 
fee rings—all home-made and 
all the work of women in the 
Oregon backwoods, who wanted 
to show the.wife of the man 
running for: United States Sen- 
ator that they really cared about 
the campaign. 

Experiences like this make 
worthwhile and bearable the 
hardest toil I ever have per- 
formed in my life. 

The poet in ancient England, 
who wrote that “woman's work 
is never done,” could not have 
known about the demands on the 
time and energy of the wife of 
a man now seeking a United 
States senatorship in a_ state 
where her Husband’s party last 
was victorious 40 years ago. 
Yet the couplet fits perfectly. 

I have been a teacher of 
physical education, swimming 
and modern dance. I have 
climbed Oregon’s loftiest peak, 
Mount Hood. I have milked 24 
cows a day on my mother's 
dairy farm. But these things 
are rest and recreation com- 
pared with backstopping my 
husband Richard in this sena- 
torial campaign.

O begin with, we are buck- 
T ing heavy odds. He is a 

Democrat and no Democrat 
has been elected to the Senate 
from Oregon since 1914. Two 
years ago, in the Oregon elec- 
tions, the Republican party spent 
$315,400, but the Democrats had 
a campaign fund of only $29,- 
800. This means we have to get 
Our votes the hard and aching 
way. 

We go out and meet the peo- 
ple personally. It’s the way it 
ought to be done, but it is ex- 
hausting. The Republicans—at 
least in Oregon—buy billboards, 
TV programs, singing radio com- 
mercials and other things which 
make it less necessary for their 
candidates to campaign from 
door to door and from farm to 
farm. 

Secondly, I am in public life 
myself to a modest degree. My 
husband serves in the State 
Senate and I am a member of 
the House of Representatives of 
our Legislature. In fact, I am 
chairman of the committee on 
education and figure slightly in 
Dick’s forthcoming new book, 
“Adventures in Politics: We Got 
to the Legislature.” As a re- 
sult, the citizenry expects me to 
be more active in the campaign 
than a wife might ordinarily be. 
I am trying to live up to their 
expectations. I think I’m doing 
all right, but things have never 
been so hectic—not eyen when 
Dick and I were attempting to 
round up a string of escaped 
pack horses during a lightning 
storm on the Lewis and Clark 
trail, two summers ago. 

I pride myself on being a neat 
housekeeper, but my house is in 
disarray now. Sometimes we 
will return at midnight after 
several hundred miles of driving 
to make a speaking engagement, 
and then we will be up shortly 
after sunrise to repeat the per- 
formance. Cobwebs hang from 
the corners. A film of dust cov- 


ers the furniture. The vacuum 


aatene hasn't been run for 
weeks. I do not have time even 
to take care of my own clothes. 
For the first time since I got 
out of the pigtail stage, I'm 
wearing unironed slips. 
Perhaps because I was brought 
up on an Oregon farm, garden- 
ing is my hobby. I have an 85- 
by-100-foot garden. But home

today is merely the place where 
we hang our hats and there is 
no time for spading, spraying or 
mowing. When the bugs began 
to, eat up my stately President 
Hoover rose bushes—yes, flow- 
ers are nonpartisan'!'—I decided 
I had to hire a _ professional 
gardener for the sake of the fu- 
ture of our home.

Y idea of heaven now is a 
Miu day and an evening at 

home. It has happened about 
once since the campaign really 
began. For some unaccountable 
reason my husband’s manager 
had not arranged any public ap- 
pearances for that date. I put on 
my shorts and gardened until 
dusk settled over the city. I had 
resolved that, for dinner, we 
would not have any of the. things 
which are served at so-called 
‘candidates’ banquets.” I made 
a big kettle of beef stew and we 
ate it with mashed potatoes, 
freshly whipped, and great thick 
slices of sun-ripened tomatoes. 
I almost felt human again. | 

But, next morning, the grind 
was resumed. I often feel as if 
I am in a dream. On a single 
day I may shake 500 hands. 
Always in the past I have had 
a retentive memory for faces. 
I can meet. a student whom I 
had in one of my school classes 
10 years ago, and know her name 
instantly. But when I confront 
vast groups at once, people be- 
come a blur.. This, to me, is 
unsatisfactory. I prefer to meet 
voters one at a time, to have a 
chance to talk with them at 
least briefly and to learn what 
makes them tick. 

When we were at home briefly 
during the early days of the 
senatorial campaign, the tele- 
phone rang incessantly. I had 
to listen to long conversations 
from well-meaning people about 
this or that strategy my husband 
should follow. He was advised, 
through me, to do everything 
except advocate a return to pro- 
hibtion. These people had the 
best of intentions. Yet I could 
not spend every minute on the 
phone. Finally, we had to do 
something I always had re- 
garded as the prerogative only 
of gangsters and movie stars. 
We had to get an unlisted phone 
number. It was a real wrench, 
It seemed to symbolize that our 
status as private citizens was 
ended, at least temporarily. 

Dick’s candidacy has even been 
a strain on our neighbors, In 
Portland, where we live, the 
press tends to be Republican by 
reflex action.

When some uhkind 
remark about Dick appears in 
the papers, the neighbors never 
mention it. Yet I frequently can 
tell by the uncomfortable atmos- 
phere that it is on théir minds, 

We live in a preponderantly 
‘Republican district, yet I do not 
know of one close neighbor who 
is failing to support Dick. The 
registered nurse across. the 
street, whose own husband is an 
appointee of the Republican Dis- 
trict Attorney, knows how busy 
I am. At least once a week she 
leaves jars of jam, homemade 
cookies or a shoe box full of 
pieces of fried chicken on our 
back porch.

HEN I speak at teas or wom- 

en’s luncheons, I talk about 

the personal aspects of the 
campaign rather than about the 
great world-shaking issues, which 
I leave to my husband. In the 
course of these little speeches, 
I frequently mention the dispro- 
portion of funds between the 
political parties. I describe how 
my husband is being opposed by 
a campaign treasury bulging 
with thousands of dollars. Doz- 
ens of women have come up to 
me .after such teas and pressed 
dollar bills, five-dollar bills and 
even 10-dollar bills into my 
hand. “I wish it could be more,” 
they say and then hurry off be- 
fore I have an ‘opportunity to 
express my thanks adequately. 

What does the wife of a can- 
didate talk about when she 
speaks to his potential constitu- 
ents? 

I rarely discuss such issues as 
taxation, foreign policy and the 
Taft-Hartley act. These are not 
my “specialties.” I think people 
might sense I had been coached 
and that the ideas eame from 
somebody else, Instead, I empha- 
size questions on which I have 
had genuine personal experi-

‘to my own knitting. Inasmuch 
as I once taught school and still 
am active in many educational 
groups, I felt on safe ground 
when I criticized Dick’s oppo- 
nent for his fight against the 
Hill oil-for-education bill. 
when someone asked me about 
the opposition of Dick’s advers- 
ary to the North Atlantic Treaty, 
I shrugged off the question. I 
am not going to get beyond my 
depth if I can help it. 

I attempt to apply the same 
guiding rules to personal con- 
duct. In one Oregon cattle town, 
a “sheriff's posse” wanted me to 
have my picture taken in a mock 
jail to advertise a forthcoming 
community rodeo. Somehow, the 
stunt didn’t appeal. to me. I 
thought I would look foolish 
and ill at ease. I am no more 
dignified than anybody else, nor 
am I “stand-offish.” I might 
have lost my husband a few 
votes by my refusal, but the 
result could have been worse if 
I had participated in a set of 
antics that seemed in poor 
taste. 


On the other hand, several 
photographers came up to me 
when I was one of the judges 
of the annual “Miss Oregon” 
contest. They had heard I once 
had been a swimming teacher. 
They. wondered if I would have 
my picture taken on the beach 
at Seaside in a bathing suit. I 
suppose I’ve swum a total of a 
good many country miles, so I 
assented to the photographs. 
They were taken painlessly 


enough. 
My neighbor, the nurse, was 
disturbed. “Maurine Neuber- 


ger,”’ said she, ‘““what will people 
say? They'll tut, tut—and may- 
_be some of them won't vote for 
your husband.” 

My reply was firm. “Laura,”

tip of my tongue—far from it. 
T have to take a good deal of 
ribbing because I am the wife

actually had horns. 


This barb was just. sharp 
enough to persuade me that a 
pert reply might be in order.

I have 
told my husband that I will stop 
campaigning for him if* ever he 
indulges in any personal attack- 
ing of his opponent.

Why, in the name 
of all that is reasonable, should 
a corporation hire the finest tal- 
ent to produce a top-notch show 
only to have the costly atmos- 
phere, mood, meaning and feel- 
ing shattered by some slick 
young man or woman who in- 
trudes into one’s privacy and 
thrusts his victim into the in- 
terior of the newest icebox or 
orders him out of the house to 
buy something that he does not 
need, does not want ¢nd has 
already? Why antagonize rather 
than persuade? Certainly the 
sponsor is entitled to give his 
message but let him do it in the 
context of his expensive show 
and let him do it in such a man- 
ner that the audience will be 
convinced, not repelled.

HERE is little argument 
T against commercial interests 
underwriting television and, 
this being the case, the interests 
involved must, as a price for 
their franchise, assume a social 
responsibility and disclaim any- 
thing that even verges on social 
irresponsibility. As Dr. Grayson 
Kirk, president of Columbia 
University, recently said: 

“I do not believe that ptesent- 
day television commercials serve 
either the best interests of the 
sponsoring company or the 
‘public interest, convenience and 
necessity’ as stipulated by the 
FCC. They are insufferably 
repetitious, and far too obtru- 
sive. They have cast a withering 
blight over the early develop- 
ment of an important communi- 
cations medium. I am sure that 
they cause many viewers to de- 
termine never to buy the adver- 
tiser’s product. . . . The present 
situation is disgraceful.” 

And not only University pres- 
idents feel this way, but; as a 
recent survey pointed out, bar- 
tenders and beauticians, barbers 
and butchers label these com- 
mercials as “nerve-wracking,” 
“big-mouthed and low,” “cheap,” 
“noisy,” “unutterably silly,” “air 
of limburger,” “boring,” “lying,”

What makes the whole situa- 
tion even more unreasonable is 
that commercials can be inter- 
esting and even entertaining.

HE suit trend for the new 
T season jis so filled with sur- 

prises and _ inconsistencies 
that a woman has an unusual 
opportuhity'to exercise her in- 
dividuality in the choice of a 
style. 

Many seasons have passed 
since so many brief jackets were 
indorsed by the leading desig- 
ers, but along with this vogue 
of brevity goes another that 
is quite opposite—the vogue 
of the longer, tunic-like jacket. 
Peplums on many suits are so 
short that they are little more 
than exaggerated waistbands. 
Other jackets with the popular, 
bloused look have no peplums 
but end at the normal waistline 
to give the entire suit the ap- 
pearance of a dress. 

The longer jacket, in contrast, 
is likely to extend to the knees. 
Some extend even longer so that 
only a few inches of the skirt 
show beneath it. Both slim 
types and the flaring tunics are 
noted, but the slim, straight- 
line mode seems to predominate. 
Many of the longest jackets that 
are cut in a casual manner are 
suitable’ for wear as separate 
coats, thus adding to the service 
of the costume.

Why Baseball Is a 
Boy’s Best Game 


by George (Specs) Toporcer 


@A former St. Lovis Cardinals star, George 
(Specs) Toporcer has been lecturing and writing 
on baseball since he went blind three years 
ago. He is one of the game's top “salesmen.” 


ERHAPS IT was because I soiled and 
ripped my clothes while playing 
baseball as a youngster, or perhaps 
it was because I spent practically 
all of my time playing, thinking or reading 
baseball, thereby neglecting things con- 
sidered more important by my parents. 
At any rate, they frowned on the game 
which had such a terrific appeal to me, 
with the result that dad gave me more than 
one paddling for failing to be on time for 
meals, or for returning home. with my 
clothes torn from sliding on ball fields. 

Who could blame him? Neither he, nor 
my mother, had any knowledge whatso- 
ever of baseball. It has always been a 
source of regret to me that my mother and 
dad failed to live to see their son realize 
his ambition. I am sure they would have 
been proud to see me as a major leaguer. 

There were many other youngsters who 
went ahead despite the discouragements 
with which they were faced. A striking 
example was Lou Gehrig, whose mother 
felt much the same as my dad. Fortu- 
nately, he persisted and became one of the 
great figures in baseball history. 

Like Lou and myself, most of the old- 
timers loved the game with an intensity 
rarely found among boys of today. To us, 
and to many of my playmates of 40 years 
ago, the crack of a bat, or the smack of a 
ball against a leather glove always pro- 
vided a genuine thrill. If it hadn't, it is 
more than likely that many of us would 
have turned our backs on baseball, for 
certainly there were none of today’s op- 
portunities and incentives. 

You probably do not realize how much 
easier the road to the majors has been 
made for you in recent years. We old- 
timers had no Little Leagues, no Little 
Big Leagues, no American Legion spon- 
sored teams. A good percentage of young- 
sters failed to enter high school because 
of the necessity of helping in the business 
of swelling the family income. 

So much for opportunity. But what 
about rewards? Of course you probably 
know that, once established in the big 


leagues your salary will average from 
$10,000 to $12,000 per season, but if you 
become a real star you might be able to 
command almost any figure. There are 
about 50 major league stars earning from 
$20,000 on up each season. Of itself, the 
salary expectancy should be sufficient to 
tempt you to try a baseball career. 

If you are in a position to do so, by 
all means go through college before enter- 
ing pro baseball. Not only will you have 
your college education to fall back on in 
the event you fail to reach the top in base- 
ball, but you will not be forced to spead 
as much time in the minors as a result of 
your added experience on the college 
diamonds. But regardless of when you 


enter the game, if after two seasons. you 
are certain there is no chance for you to 
advance, make up your mind to quit. 


Golden Opportunity 
F YOU MAKE the grade, there isa golden 
opportunity for you to continue on in 
baseball after your playing days are 
over. Every one of the 16 major league 
managers sprang from the player ranks. 
So did their coaches, scouts, farm team 
managers and business personnel. 
Baseball can, and often does, pave the 
way for other sources of income. You will 
have the privilege of meeting many high 
executives. These contacts may lead. to 
business opportunities, = 
One final word. If you sonal in 
climbing to the majors, you will be well 
paid for doing something which will be 
enjoyable to you. In return, you can, and 
should try to, be an inspiration to millions 
of kids who may pattern their lives 
standards of your making. That will be a 
real responsibility, but one which should 
cause you to make up your mind mever to 
betray that trustinyou. = #8

Or loll on your own 
sand beach along the Gulf of Mexico?Or perhaps 
you'd prefer the more rugged shoreline of a wooded 
island in northern Lake Michigan. 
You can buy any of these choice vacation sites at 
a “bargain basement” price—possibly as little as $2 
an acre. And all of them will be up for sale within 
the next few months. 


But these aren’t the only bargains offered by the :

COLUMNIST’S NOTE: Pau! Hahn, America's trickiest ‘golfer, 
stepped out of tournament ploy when he found he could make at 
least $100,000 a year giving an average of five trick-shot 
exhibitions a week. By now he's met and observed just about every 
golfing celebrity in the land, from Hollywood to Washington to 
Broadway. Recently | met Paul on the course at Grossinger, N. Y. 
Below you see the conversation we had.—Hy Gardner. 


66 HERE'S ONLY one thing wrong with your golf game,”

Even when the plane 
was considered as good as finished, I spent 
hours playing with the controls, studying 
the instruments, adjusting my body to the 
seat. (I’m 5S’ 10%” and 165 Ibs. If I fit 
a cockpit, most pilots will.) I felt two 
things still needed fixing: the throttle han- 
dle was too close to the fuselage and the 
brake pedal was at a bad angle. So the boys 
fixed them. 

Let me say right here that more engi- 
neering goes into today’s airplanes than 
you'd ever dream of. Every engineering 
test pilot (there are 10 of us at Lockheed) 
knows that, and relies on it to protect -his 
own skin as well as the plane’s. Mostly the 
planning and testing starts with your own 
company. Sometimes it has a different 
source. 

For example, suppose both the XFV-1's 
engines conk out the day I try my first 
vertical takeoff—have I a chance ta, get 
out alive? The answer is that this ship 
carries a terrific safety unit developed by 
Navy researchers at a base down in Im- 
perial Valley. This gadget tosses the pilot 
free and simultaneously opens his ‘chute 
at any height above 200 feet. 

Below 200 feet, of course, [m on my 
own—but then, the Navy, Lockheed and I 
are all betting that nothing will go wrong 
at that altitude. 

Anyway, I'm not a nervous guy. | 
couldn't be and do this kind of work. My 
wife knows the score, too; she used to be 
an airline stewardess. My three kids seem 
to take flight-testing as a matter of course. 
In fact, the boy (he’s 14) already is talk- 
ing about being a pilot. 

How do I actually fly the thing? I'll try 
to tell you how it’s been so far. — 

Say I’ve taken off horizontally, zoomed 
up and leveled off at 10,000 feet plus. Now 
I want to assume the vertical attitude. All 


right, I cut my air speed to about 150 


knots, then gradually pull the nose up until 
the ship is hanging on its propellers. The 
seat back has tipped forward slightly, so 
I'm almost but not quite lying on my back. 
But I’m in full control; I can see; I can 
shoot up vertically at top speed or idle 
down to where I'm just hanging there, 
motionless.

two left-hand tail fins touch something 
solid, followed by a slight rightward shift 
as the other two wheels make contact— 
then I'll know. 

I'll also know what the Navy already 
believes: that the vertical-rising principle 
can mean a revolution in our aircraft.

Today, planes must be parked 
close together like sitting ducks; bomb the 
nearest airfield, even, and they're grounded
